ORPHAN AGH. 


Report on Orphanage was read by J. K. Kirkland and adopted. 
The Baptist Orphans home located at Jackson, Miss., has 
been in successful operation for about twenty-two years. The 
purpose of this home is to prepare food, clothing, shelter and 
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training for the unfortunate children who have no parents or othe) 
relatives to care for them 

We believe the orphanage work of our home is of His ap- 
proval as the statistics will show. We learn from the trustee's 
report that since the for nding of our institution twenty-two years 
ago about eight hundred and fifty children or more have been cared 
for for a longer or shorter time. Some of them have been adopted 
into good Christian homes, and are having equal chances with 
other ehildrer A goodly number of them have.grown up'in our 
home and gone out to take their place in thee world. About sixty 
five have married and have families of their own; not'one of them 
as far as we know are raising up a family to be dependent or 
taken care of by public charity. Six of them have taken nurses 
training and are now successful nurses. Some have taught, others 
entered the United States Army and crossed the waters and fought 
in French Army. Some have taken business courses and are mak- 
ng a success. One of our boys is in New Orleans in business and 
s maintaining his sister in the Mississippi Woman's College at 
Hattiesburg. One of them sent his sister to Blue Mountain College 
our years 

The Orphanage at Jackson, Mississinpi, 1s our home and we 
should realize it as our family and that we are due them our ‘sup 
port. God teaches us that we are to care for our work, (and th 
poor we will have with us always). And when we help them we 
are obeying Christ 

Owing to the high cost of living it will take over double the 
amount of means to care for our home, therefore we urge our peo 
ple to inereese their denations that the orphans may be well 
cared for, especially should we remember them on Thanksziving 
day and give largely of money, food, clothing and anything that 
could be of use in the orphan’s home We suggest that every 
Sunday School in Clarke County give one Sunday's collection or as 
much as five dollars to the Orphanage.

In actual numbers of diplomas delivered for the year Texas 
is first and Mississippi is second; blue seals Texas is first and 
Mississippi second, and in Al Sunday Schools, Texas 18 first and 
Mississippi second. 

County Normals 

During the past summer under the direction of our own Bro. 
J. E. Byrd, there were thirty-one of these county normals held, 
giving 714 awards, 28 baptisms, two schools graded, organized 
two B. Y. P’s., 746 attended classes who did not take the ex- 
aminations.

HOSPITAL REPORT. 
September 1, 1918 to September 1, 1919. 

C. M. Morris read the report on Hospitals, both at Jacksor 
and at Memphis. On motion the reports were adopted and order- 
ed spread on the Minutes. 

This has been the greatest year of our history. Hundreds 
have come to this Institution in a most critical condition and 
gone forth singing the praises of our God, the Surgeons and this 
Institution. 

During the year we have had 578 surgical cases and 353 
medical cases, making a total of 931 with a loss of only about 
three per cent. and some of these were practically dead when 
they entered. I think this will compare favorably with any insti- 
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tution in the land. 
This institution is profoundly interested in the $75,000,000 


Campaign, because if this campaign goes over the top, it will 
practically make it safe for ministering to those who, need it 
most. We-are fortunate in having a most efficient and capable 
head nurse, one who understands her profession and knows how 
to handle the girls committed to her care. 

We have in training seventeen of the finest young ladies to 
be found anywhere, and we are endeavoring to put on one of 
the strongest courses given to nurses in any institution, and in 
addition we shall have a special bible course. Our greatest need 
is that the young people catch the vision splendid; that ‘the work 
in which we are engaged is Christs’ work and that we must carry 
it on until He comes. 

Our needs are numerous and very urgent if we are to meet the 
demands of the hour. We are greatly ,in need of and planning 
for: One story on top of the new building, and a three-shory 
wing in the rear of our present plant which costs at least $60,000. 
For equipping the new part and more adequately the present plant 
it will cost at least $20,000.00. 

Our work demands the immediate purchase of an X-ray nia- 
chine, a laundry and an electric sanitary dish washer. We have 


come to the hour when we must furnish our nurses with a heme. 
This will cost us about $20,000.00. We. have seventeen of the 
finest young ladies in the State and we must safe guard them in 


every way possible. One of the most important needs is for an 
endowment of twenty-five or fifty thousand dollars to help meet 
the crying need of those who suffer apd who cannot pay for either 
hospital attention, or surgical skill.

CONSTITUTION 


Article 1. The name of this body shall be the Chickasahay 
Baptist Association 
Article 2. Its object shall be the promotion of the Redeemer’s 
Kingdom, by the concentration of Christian labor, the inculcation of 
Bible truth and the cultivation of friendly intercourse amang the 
churches 
Article 3 Members of the Association may be of three ¢lasses 
delegates, pastors of churches holding membership in the Asso- 
ciation, and messengers. The first and second class only shall have 


the right to vote and to produce evidence of their appointment by 


the church which they propose to represent before being entitled to 
seats . 

Article 4. Each church belonging to the Association shall be 
entitled to two delegates until its membership shall exceed fifty, 
and an additional delegate for each fifty thereafter, or fraction 
thereof; provided, that ministers who are members of any such 
churches but supply other pulpits, may be appointed as additional 
delegates above the regular quota. 

Article 5. This Association shall only have the power of an 
advisory council, and shall in no wise infringe upon the rights or 
indepe ndence of the « hurc hes 

Article 6 No queries shall be considered by the Association 
unless regularly sent up through the churches, nor shall difficulties 
between the churches be discussed until other methods of settle 

nt have been tried without avail. 

Article 7. The Association shall meet annually, as may be 
agreed upon; and after enrolling the names of the delegates, pro- 
ceed by ballot to the election of the Moderator, and Clerk wha 
shall be ex-officio Treasurer of the Association. 

Article 8. The duties of the various officers shall be similar 
to those of all deliberative bodies, and Mell’s Parliamentary Manual 
shall be the basis of all decisions of order. 

Article 9. Churches holding the Articles of Faith adopted by 
this body, may become members of the Association by a unanl- 
mous vote, and letters 6f dismissal may be obtained without as- 
Signing a reason therefor, by a concurrence of a majority; while 
the Association claims the right of withdrawing from such churches 
as it shall deem heterodox or, disorderly.

Article 10 The Constitution may be altered or amended at 
any annual meeting of the Association by a vote of three-fourths 
of the delegates present; prov ided, the proposed alteration or 
amendment shall have been submitted at the session immediately 
preceding. ° 


Article 11. The Association shall appoint an Executive Com- 
nembers with the 


mittee at each annual meeting, to consist of five! ee 
Moderator as chairman, whose duty it shall be to arrange for Fifth 
Sunday Meetings, and to look after the Missions and other interests 
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ARTICLES OF FAITH. 


1. We believe in one God, the Father, the Son, and the Holy 
Ghost, equal in power and glory 

2. We believe that the Scriptures of the Old and New Testa- 
ments were written by the inspiration of God, and are the only rule 
of faith and practice 

3. We believe in the doctrine of original sin, of total deprav- 

y, and of man’s inability to restore himself to the favor of God. 

4. We believe that God chose His people in Jesus Christ be- 
fore the foundation of the world, and that they are kept by the 
power of God through faith unto salvation. 

5. We believe that sinners are justified in the sight of God 
by the imputed righteousness of Christ only. 

6. We believe that the Gospel is God's appointed means of 
calling sinners to the knowledge of the truth; and He has com- 
manded it to be preac hed to every creature, therefore all are re- 
quired to obey 

7. _We believe that good works are the fruits of faith and 
the only evidence of justification; and that all believers will abound 
therein from a principle of love. 

8. We believe in the resurrection of the dead—the just and 
the unjust; the general judgment; and that the joys of the righteous 
and the punishment of the wicked will be eternal. 

9. We believe that a visible Church of Christ is composed of 
regenerated baptized persons only who have covenanted to keep up 
a discipline agreeable to the New Testament. 

10. W believe that Jesus Christ is. the only Law-Giver of His 
Church, and that the government is with the Chure h, each mem- 
ber having equal rights therein. 

11. We believe that Baptism and the Lord's Supper are the 
only ordinances, of the Church and are to be continued until the 
second coming of our Lord Jesus Christ. 

12. We believe that immersion alone is Baptism and can be 
administered only by those duly set apart by the Church, and that 
believers in Christ are the only proper subjects for the ordinance. 

13. We believe that regularly baptized believers only have a 
right to partake of the Lord’s Supper. 

RULES OF DECORUM. 

1. The meetings of this Association sha]l be opened with 
prayer and closed with prayer or benediction. | 

2. The officers of the Association shall hold their positions 
until their successors are chosen. 

3. The Moderator shall preside, or some brother whom he 
may designate while speaking, and preserve order; his decision 
being final unless an appeal is immediately made te the body. 

4. It shall be in order for male delegates and messengers 
only to discuss questions or speak publicly in the sessions of the 
body, and only one member shall speak at a time, who shali arise 
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and address the Moderator. 
5. No-member shall be interrupted while speakins unless he 


departs from the subject unde discussion, or uses personal 1¢ flec- 


tion 

6. Every motion made and accepted-shall be put to a vote, 
unless withdrawn by the mover. 

- After allowing due time for debate, all questions taken up 
shall be disposed of before any other motion can be entertained. 

8. No member shall speak more than once upon the same 
subject without permission of the Association, nor shall any prac- 
tice be tolerated which interrupts speaking. 

9. Members shall use the term brother when speaking of each 
other, and shall be rebuked by the Mode rator for vivlation of this 
rule 

10. These rules may be altered or ame nded at ary annua! 
meeting by a two-thirds vote of the members prescnt.
